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THE city of Norwich has sever il 
things to rccoiumeud it to tks 
tourist, chief of which is the ca- 
thedral. Great, massive, sullen struc- 
ture— hegun In the eleventh century- 
it adheres more closely to its Norman 
type than any other building in Eng- 
Inud. 

Within sound of the tolling bells of 
this great cathedral, aye, almost within 
the shadow of its turrets, was horn, iu 
1780, Elizabeth Gurney. Her line of 
ancestry traced directly back to the de 
Gournnys, who cume with "William the 
Conqueror, and laid the foundations of 
this ehureh and England's civi>izatiou. 
To the sensitive, Imaginative girl this 
sacred temple, replete with history, fad- 
ed off into storied song aud curious i— 
gend, mennt much. She haunted its 
solemn transepts, and followed with 
eager eyes the carved hosses on the 
(.tiling, to see if the cheruhs pictured 
there were renlly alive. 

And so Elizabeth grew in years auj 
iu stature and in understanding ; nnd 
although her parents were not mcnihers 
of the Established Religion, yet a great 
cathedral is greater than, sect, nud to 
her it was the true House of Prayer. 
It was there that God listened to Lhe 
prayers of His children. She loved the 
place with an idolatrous love, and with 
all the splendid superstition of a child, 
aud thither she went to kneel and n*k 
fuiiilment of her henrt's desire. All the 
beauties of aucient and innocent days 
moved radiant and luminous in the azure 
of her mind. 

Once iu the streets of Norwieh she 
saw a dozen men with fetters rivettcd U> 
their legs, nil fastened to one clanking 
ennin, breaking stone iu the drizzle of a 
winter rain. And the thought came To 
her that the rich Indies, wrapped in fuis, 
wno rolled by iu their carriages, going 
to the cathedral to pray, were no moru 
Gou s childrcu thnu these wretches 
breaking stone from the .darkness of a 
winter morning until darkness setll-3 
over the earth again at night. 

She saw plainly the patent truth that 
if come people wore gaudy nnd costly 
raiment, others must dress in rags ; ■£ 
some ute >\nd drank more than they 
needed, and wnsted the good things uf 
the earth, others must go hungry ; if 
some never worked with their hands, 
othters must needs .toll continuously. 

The Gurneys were nominally Friends, 
but they had gradually slipped away 
from the directness of speech, the ploiu- 
nc33 of dress, and the simplicity of the 
Quakers. They were getting rich on 
Government contracts— and who wants 
to be ridiculous anyway 7 So, with con- 
sternation, the father and mother henr-I 
the avowal of Elizabeth to adopt the 
extreme customs of the Friends, 'lucy 
sought to dissunde her. They pointed 
out the liSclessness of being singular. 



and the folly of adopting a mode of life 
that makes you a laughing-stock. 

But this eighteen-year-old girl stood 
firm. She bad resolved to live thft 
Christ-life and devote her energies to 
lessening the pains of earth. Life was 
too short for frivolity ; no one eoui.l 
afford to compromise with evil, bue 
became the friend of children ; the 
champion of the unfortunate ; she sid- 
ed with the wcuk ; she was their friend 
nud comforter. Her life became a cry 
iu favor of the oppressed, a defence of 
the down-trodden, nn exaltation of self- 
devotion, n prayer for universal sympa- 
thy, liherty, and light.

The man wjb 
williug. He wrote a letter to her from 
bis home in London, addressing it to her 
father. The letter was brief and bu-'i- 
ness-Iike. It deserihed himself. Iu mod- 
est bnt accurate terms. He weigh? 1 
ten stone, and was five feet eight inehes 
high ; he was a merchaut with a goodly 
income ; nnd in deposition was all thit 
was to be desired— at least he said so. 

The Gurneys looked up this Mr. Fry, 
merehnut of Loudon, nnd found nil ns 
stated.

There, In this one squalid room, 
she found a dozen bnhies, all tied fast i.i 
crihs, or chairs, starving, or dying (," 
inatteution. The woman, taken by sur- 
prize, did not grow violent this tima ; 
she fled, and Mrs. Fry, sending for two 
women Friends, took charge of the snf- 
ferers. 

This sub-cellar nursery opened the 
eyes of Mrs. Fry to the grim fact thfct 
England, professing to be Christina, 
was essentially barharic. She set herself 
to the task of doing what she could 
while life lasted to lessen the horrors of 
ignorance and sin. 

Newgate Prison then, as now, stood 
iu the centre of the city. It was ne- 
cessary to huve it in a conspicuous place 
so that all might see the result of wrong- 
doing nnd be good. Along the front of 
the prison were strong irou gratings 
where the prisoners crowded up to tad: 
with their friends. Through these grat- 
ings the unhnppy wretches eailed to 
strangers for alms, nnd thrust out Ion,; 
wooden spoons for eontributions thnl 
would enable tbem to pay their fine; 
There was a woman's department, bit 
if the men's department was too full, 
men and women were herded together, 

Mrs, Fry worked fox her sex, so of 
these I will speak. Women who had 
ehildren under seven years of cge took 
them to prison witth them. At one time, 
in the year 1S2C, we find there were 
one hundred aud uiuety women and on-? 
hundred cbildren in Newgate. Th»re 
was no bedding. No elotbing was sup 
plied, nud those who had no friends out- 
side to supply tbem clothing were nuke', 
or nearly so, and would have been en- 
tirely were it not for the spark of divin- 
ity that causes the most depraved of 
women to minister to each other. Wo- 
men hate only their successful rival*. 
The lowest of wenen will assist eac'i 
other when there is dire emergency. 

In this pen, awaiting trial, execution, 
or transportation, were girls of twelve 
and senile, helpless creatures of eighty. 
All were thrust together. Hardened 
criminals, besotted creatures, maid-ser- 
vants accused Of stealing thimbles, 
pure-hearted, brave-natured girls whi 
hod run away from brutal parents a: 
more-brutal husbands, insane persons— 
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nil were herded together. All of th* 
keepers were men. Patrolliug the wails 
were armed guards, who were ordered 
to shoot nil who tried to escape. Thesi? 
guards were usually on good terms with 
the women-prisoners — hohnoddiug at wi'l. 
When the mailed hand of government 
once thrust these women behind iron 
bars, nnd relieved virtuous society uf 
their presence, it seemed to think it had 
done Its duty. Iuside, no crime was 
recognized save murder. These women 
fought, overpowered the wenk, stole 
from and mnltreatcd each other. 

Visitors who ventured nenr to the 
grating were often asked to shake hands, 
and if once n grip was gotten upon them 
the man was drawn up elose, while long, 
siuewy fiugers grabbed his watch, hand- 
kerchief, neck-scarf, or hat— all was 
pulled into the den. Sharp nail-marks 
on the poor fellow's fuce told of the 
scrimmage, and all tbe tiuie the guards 
on the walls and the spectators roared 
with laughter. Oh, it wns awfully 
funny 1

Samson, the Backslider. 

God says, "The way of the transgres- 
sor is hard." Samson found it so. After 
he gave way to Delilah the secret of 
his strength, the secret charge which 
God entrusted him to kfe*p. his sorrow;; 
began— he was taken a prisoner hy his 
enemies, the Philistines. 

His eyes were put out— how painful 
liiis must have bctui— uie utvii uiiuuo Iil» 
followers. Before Samson lost his 
strength he had his liberty and could 
walk just where he chow, but now he 
was bonnd with chains and was blind. 

While in prison he had to work hard, 
nnd no doubt thought often over what 
hud happened, and realizing how he had 
grieved God and brought disgrace upon 
His people, and sorrow to his own heart.

Samson's Death- 

It was noised abroad that Samsoa was 
captured,' and a day was set when a 
great feast would be held in the Philis- 
tines* hnge temple. Soups of yraise were 
to be sung to "Dagon," their God, for 
helping them to capture Samson, who 
was to make sport for the crowd. 

Some hackslidcrs, when aw«y ft-uni 
God, do all they can and say nil they can 
agoiust God and His people ; hnt Sam- 
son was anxious to regain his streugth 
to fight another bottle for God, and if 
needs be to die in the same, and God 
heard his prayer. 

The people came in thousands to that 
great hall, nntil every scat was occupied. 
The windows and porches were crowded 
and the Sat roof that was arranged so 
the people could see down upon the 
banquet The court was crowded with 
hundreds of curious men nnd women. 
In the midst of their glee Minfl Sam- 
son was led out hy a little boy. Before 
his capture no man coald hold him, 
lue people were expecting sport, hnt 
Samson could not take that part in such 
a gathering. He bowed his head in 
prayer, nnd grabbed the lingo pillars of 
the entrance. Then what crashing, 
whnt screaming, what terrible anguish 
followed ! Only a few moments and 
all was over. Thousands were dead in 
the ruins, among whom was God's prod- 
igal, but pardoned, son, Samson.

4. THE HUSBAND MUST RE- 
GARD HIS WIFE AS A BEING OF 
EQUAL VALUE WITH HIMSELF. 
AND TREAT HER ACCORDINGLY. 
The difficulties which numhers of huu 
bnuds experience commence in their in- 
tercourse with their wives. They don't 
necept the renl equality of the woman 
with themselves. They are taught the 
contrary from their youth up. Tin y 
learn it from servants, nnd sometimes 
silly mothers will convey the idea, l>y 
their partiality, nnd by more favored 
education nnd attention, that hoys nu: 
snperior to girls. The idea is commomy 
Kcconded by companions at school, in 
the playground, nnd openly assorted by 
their associates in ofter life. TJnfor- 
tunntely, the women accept the id. in, 
because they don't know belter, or he- 
cause their natural meekness, or to 
please and carry favor with the raoi, 
nnd so married life begins by hnsin,; 
itself on that fallacy. 

It is a frand perpetrated on the sex. 
and works hndly. Mnny n woman, in 
iier secret soul knows thnt, although 
she may be different from her husband, 
and Inferior to him in some particular?, 
she is as good a being as he is, and per- 
haps, in the nohler traits of charact:r, 
vastly his superior ; yet she has to 
siihmit to his domination on this fnNc 
and hollow pica. 

A wife may, aud often, as we have 
said, docs, differ very widely from her 
husband ; but differing, ns she may do, 
in soiui' particular faculties docs not 
necessarily imply inferiority ns n whole. 
Do not men differ from men ? Will 
any two men whom you meet as you 
pass along the city street be alike in 
body, mind, nnd hroin ? Of course not ! 
But no one nrgues that this difference 
supposes thnt one part of the people 
must be inferior to the other. The dif- 
ference Ijctwecu husband and wife will 
not be greater than that which wo u.- 
nally find in men. 

SOKE DIFFERENCES. 

There lire differences, of eonrse, be- 
tween the man nnd the wife. For iu- 
stnncc, the hushnnd will ordinarily excel 
the wife in physicnl force. He will 
heat her nt filling a eonl-waggon, dig- 
ging a hole, or rowing a hoat. He hils 
-power to endure cold or heat, and, I 
was going to say, to suffer pain ; hm. 
If I had made the Intter statement It. 
would certainly hnvc been n mistake, 
for in thin respect woman is unquestion- 
ably his master ; and even his superior- 
ity in some of the physical faculties we 
have noticed is largely the result of 
training and exercise.. 

The hushnnd will occasionally oicvl 
the wife mentally or cinotionnlly ; bui 
here again, superiority in those facul- 
ties does not prove her to be nn interior 
being. On the contrary, go bock to tlu 
beginning nnd give her the same oppor- 
tunities as he has had, and she will n'-t 
he far behind even In these respect* : 
anyway, I am prepared to contend that, 
take her altogether, when she has n 
cell less In her brain than her hushand, 
She will have n fibre more In her heart, 
nnd when she has a fihre less In her 
heart she will have a cell more in her 
brain. 

Now, I urge hushands to avoid niak 
Ing a wrong start on tbis question, and 
then they will avoid the mistake lu thy 
intercourse that follows. Say to your 
■ wife, "Now, then, come, wc will start 
fair. Ours is on nn cqunl partnership 
Wo will go iu for equiility sharing the 



duties and responsibilities of our pos- 
ition, ns we are eminlly constituted for 
filling our own particular part." 

KEEPING DP THE LITTLE ATTENTIONS- 

5. THE HUSBAND IS RESPON 
SIBLE FOR GIVING HIS WIFE, IN 
THE HOME, A POSITION AN- 
SWERING TO THIS EQTJALITi' 
He should be at some trouble to pnj 
her respect worthy of the relations iu 
which she stands to him. If. she is a 
purt of him, let him treat her as he 
would like others to treat him. H" 
should be careful to keep up all thos L 
little attentions with which he was 
proud to fuvor her before marriage. Then 
he was ever ready to run, and fet?h. 
and carry for h«. Whether it was the 
cloak she had left upstairs, or (he book 
she had lost, or the paper that had slipp- 
ed from her fingers, he wns there ready 
nnd willing to minister to her in those 
attentions, which, while seemingly trill- 
ing in themselves, nevertheless had much 
to do with the affection she returned, 
and the respect in which she wns held 
by those around about. 

If those nttentious wore good th^n, 
they arc equnlly so to-day. Do not 
stop until moved by some involuntary 
impulse to render them. Mnke it your 
duty, however you may feel about thei.i, 
and it will become your pleasure in th* 
long run. And when the fnniily comes 
along, snob respectful treatment will 
tell upon them. The rude, familiar 
treatment which some children render 
to their mother disgusts me when I am 
called to witness it, not only from a 
feeling of sympathy with the pain it 
must coutiunally inflict upon her, bat 
as indicating what may be oxpectad, 
with interest, from them in after yeais. 

While for his I am nwarc that the 
indulgent mother will often be Inrgcly 
to blame, yet I am equally sure fiat 
it ear. as frequently be traced to the 
husband himself. The children note the 
father's gruffneas and the want of those 
little compliments in his dealings with 
their mother that would make it nlmost 
ns pleasant for her to serve js to he 
served, nnd arc ready enough to imit- 
ate hiin. 

Alas 1 how common it is to hear n 
father nil honey and smiles in his eon 
versation with the stranger within his 
gates, expending on him nn overflowing 
amount of grotcrul aeknowlcdgeme.it 
for nay trifling favors, while he allows 
his wife to toil for bis comfort from 
morn till night, without once saying, "If 
you please," or "Thank you." Such 
'seed-sowing in their presence is snre to 
produce a harvest of discord, sorrow, 
and in some enscs the totnl decline of 
all heart-nffeetion for one another, mil 
in others separation.

"wondrous cure." They forget that they 
virtually discount aud enst suspicion on 
the infinite love, aad mercy, and power 
of the world's Redeemer, Who accepts 
the vilest sinner that comes to Him, all 
filthy and begrimed with sin, and trans- 
forms him into the brightest hallelujah 
saint. They seem to forget nil uhout 
the divine words of admonition — "What 
God hath cleansed, call thou aot com- 
mon or unclean," nnd with an affected 
air of humility, they call themselves 
the uaworthicst of the unworthy, while 
if some other person dared to impugn 
their good reputation, it would be at 
the risk of inviting a thunderstorm of 
wrath. They talk as if humility was a 
mere sentiment of the miad, instead of 
being a dispensation of the henrt, and 
as if it were made up, for the emer- 
gency, of humiliating confessions of de- 
pravity, and mealy-mouthed Christian 
testimony. I presume that nobody will 
deny that the three yoang men, who 
nobly stood their ground, nnd flung hnek 
in his teeth tho chnllenge of the King 
of Bahylou, were the humblest young 
men in that city— courteous, polite and 
obedient, so for as truth would justify 
them, without thnt squeamishness and 
mock humility which frequently makes 
religion n mere travesty— a mere jelly- 
fish kind of thing, without biok-hone or 
jaw-bone— two most indispcnsiblc things 
in the Christinn warfare. 

What Is Humility, Anyway ? 
It iB not a sentiment — it is 
n»t made up of religious atti- 
tudes nnd humiliating confessions, com- 
ing only from the lips ; but it is a dis- 
position of the heart— a principle thnt 
is compatible with toe grandest profes- 
sion of faith, and the most unrestricted 
nnd fearless expressions of fidelity. The 
professor who is wedded nnd welded to 
his worm-theory, must hnvc others to 
ha his most abject disciples, of course, 
in order to he n real happy person. 
When he gronas, they must groan in 
response, nnd if they should inadvert- 
ently cjnculate u real good hallelujah, 
why, it would hnrt awfully. It wonld 
he "very much like striking n wrong note 
in music, to a sensitive enr, and the 
peculiar sensntioa would be something 
like u "broken tooth or a foot out of 
joint." A good Christian recently 
prnyed— " Lord, keep me humble !— 
Keep me down nt Thy feet, Lord !— 
down, down, down iu the very dust— 
only just my eyebrows ahovc the dust." 
That person's heart wns right, nud, 
while he wos prnyirg, God not only 
lifted him out of the dnst, hnt lifted biin 
to Pingoh's top, and ravished his soul 
with n fnith view of the "land that is 
fairer than day," while he shouted 
"CJlory, glory, glory I" God did not 
want His servant to he in n position 
where the dust wonld he likely to roil 
into his eyes, and blind him to faith's 
transporting vision. 

Rev. C. H. Snnrgeon once found out 
his mistake. A person entered his pray- 
er service, and starting to pray, said : 
"O Lord, give me Mary's place — 
" Oh, that I might forever sit 
With Mary at my Master's feet, 
And lcnrn of Him." 
He went on, his faith growing stronger 
and soaring higher, until suddenly he 
hrokc out and snid, "No, my Master, I 
have not asked cnongh of Thee. Mnry's 
plnce Is too low for me, if I may have 
a higher. Lift me up, Lord. Lift me 
up ; give me John's place — 
' Oh, that I might, with favored John, 

Forever !enn my head upon 
The bosom of my Lord.' " 

Mr. Spnrgeon was snrprised, nnd snid 
to himself, "Surely yon have now asked 
enough." But the man soared away iu 
the higher nltitudes of communion on 
the wings of faith, and said, "Lord, 
John's plnce doth not siifilce me r Thm) 
hast lifted me from Thy feet to Thy 
bosom, now lift me from Thy bosom to 
Thy lips," and then quoting the words 
of the spouse in the Canticles, he said. 
"Let Him kiss me with the kisses of 
His lips, fur Thy lnvn Is bnttcr than 
wiac" — "Let the lips of my petition meet 
the lips of Thy benediction— let the lips 
of my praise meet the lips of Thy ac- 
ceptance, so shall the hiss lie consum- 
mntcd nnd my joy be complete." When 
Aunt Sally got in the hlues she told the 
visiting parson thnt there was one pas- 
sage of Scripture thnt always consolatcd 



her. heart, brought her nearer the throne, 
and nerved her for the trials to come, 
"And what is that. Aunt Sally ?" said 
the Duiiiinie. "Well, sir," said she, "I 
doa't. haow just whether it's in the 
Psalms or Proverbs where 'tis said, 

"Grin and Bear It." 

Aunt Sally wns somewhat astrny 
in her theology, but her idea 
was as good us the modern 
idea of some of onr professional theolo- 
gians. They seem not to recognize A- 
postolie injunctions, while the undertone 
of pessimism is marked all through their 
platform ministrations. A way with such 
religious pessimism— such stale, fruitless, 
juicelcss, barren, effete doctrine. Better 
have the pluee filled with " explosive 
glory" thnn with dry bones, such ns 
Ezckiel saw in his vision. There is no 
room for pessimism in the Christian 
profession, if Christinns meet God's 
conditions. God will ignore His own 
great fixed laws, if it be necessary, to 
meet the conditions of the fuith of those 
who trust in Him, nnd give them the 
victory over human circumstances. 

"To the law nud to the testimony." 
"Quit you like meu, he strong." "Stand 
fast in the faith." "Hold fust the pro- 
fession of your faith without wavering." 
"Rejoice in the Lord nlways, and ngain 
I say rejoice." "Let the children of 
Zion be joyful in their King." "Cry out 
nnd shont, thou inhabitant of Jeru- 
salem, for Great is the Holy One of 
iBracl in the midst of thee."

Upod hearing that our sister sold a 
considerable nnmber of War Crys every 
week, iiini eoliocleti also a i|iiiiiitli,v of 
Wnr Crys to he sent to the Centrnl Pri- 
son, Commissioner purohnscd a dozen 
War Crys for the latter purpose front 
our comrade. When Mrs. Boweock 
came out her face was all smiles and 
her work seemed ever so much easier. 



Then the Commissioner inspected the- 
improvements nnd alterations which 
were made at her wish to hotter proviil- 
for the discharged prisoners who seek 
iho assistance of the Army. The Men's 
House has heen thoroughly and ceonom- 
icnlly altered. The east half, which is 
for the unemployed poor, to whom we 
give temporary employment, has heen 
divided into living nnd dining room 
down-stairs, nnd a large hed-rooin up- 
stnirs. The western half, which 
is set apart for disehnrgetl pri- 
soners, comprises a fine. large 
reading - room, which is also to 
be used for school nnd meeting pur- 
poses. The lnrge upstairs has heen 
divided by lath and plnster partitions 
In/to six clean and cozy dormitories, 
large enough to accommodate r bed. 
table, chair, nnd locker. When com- 
pleted, these dormitories will he knlso- 
mined. nnd, having a aepernte door, can 
be locked nnd kept private hy each in- 



mate. In the centre a large corridor is 
to he used us a general dtliiigrroom. Itf 
the discharged prisoners. The C° ,u "" fc - 
sioncr's face beamed with delight at the 
prospect of being able io supply such n 
desirable iiccoiniimdutiou for the men. 
The prison aid work, which has so 
i-iuiiillv developed in Toronto, lies very 
nenr ber heart, and she lins received 
iiinuv touching letters from friends of 
prisoucrs who have been helped by the 
Arm)-.

Though the Commissioner'.; lime was 
limited, on account of having io keep 
several appointments in the afternoon, 
vet she could not part from the farm 
without inspecting the live stock ami 
the abundant hnrvest of Brum. the 
barn indeed has been filled to the roof 
with golden shears of wheat nnu oats. 
The harvest is said, by many who hove 
lived iu that neighborhood, to be the 
best for twelve yenrs thnt lins been 
reaped off that piece of land. Adjt. 
Myles' face wore n very generous smile 
when he led us up to his pricked barn. 

The horses, cnttle, pifis, and poultry 
were inspected in turn by the Commis- 
sioner. Everything looked very prosper- 
ous. The stnblcB presented a clean ap- 
pearance ; in fact, the farm shows a 
decided improvement in many respects. 
A henlltiful, straight and strong woven 
wire fence fno hnrli wire, plcnsel lm< 
beeu erected. One of the discharged 
prisoners was digging a drain for laying 
water pipes to supply the dairy from 
mi excellent well, wilh clcnn water. 

Rnsign Collett had prepared a verj- 
uice dinner for Commissioner and parly, 
afler which our lender called in tin- 
officers nnd soldiers on the fnrm for a 
few words of prayer and thanksgiving. 
Thnt this wns considered n prized priv- 
ilege hy ofllctTR and soldiers nlikc could 
tendily be observed.

the fenrful tension under which lie hns 
lived lately.

Mrs. Phillips was converted when 
quite small nnd- hns- been nn officer in 
the Old Country. When married. tii« 
health of her husband was so uusntls- 
fnctory for n time that the young couple 
hnd to nbnndon active work bb officers, 
and came to Cnnndn, thinking the 
change would prove beneficial. Both 
were soldiers nt St. John, N. B., and 
nre well remembered there as active, 
interested, nnd nntiring workers. 

When, in 1891, the Army purchased a 
printing plant in Toronto. Bro. Phililps 
was placed, ns Captain, In charge of it, 
nnd was there frequently assisted hy 
his dear wife. 

Mrs. Phillips, however, rendered most 
valuable help as n special. She wns a 
soldier nt one of the city corps, and also 
repentedly formed a memher of special 
troupes, which trnveled through the 
Central Ontario Province. Her songa 
nnd readings were nlwnys bright, point- 
ed, nnd prncticnl. She cheered the whole 
troupe, fan was the soul of it. 

In eompany with her husband, she 
held various appointments in the Pnei- 
fic Province, first at the Provincial Cen- 
tre, then in eharge ot the Salvation 
MinstrelB, who traveled through Mon- 
tana nnd Idnho with remarkable nueces-, 
Aftc-r that two District eommnnds fol- 
lowed in British Columbia, until in Feb- 
ruary, 1808, the Staff-Captain wns ap- 
pointed as Chancellor of the West Oa- 
tnrio Province. 

While at London Mrs. Phillips did n 
great deal of oppclalling ; in fnct, there 
is scarcely n corps in West Ontario 
which she hns not visited. The un- 
noiiuceinent of her coining wns hoiled 
with delight everywhere. 

Last December she felt thnt some 
serioiiG disease was in her system, nnd 
the consnltntion of n prominent physic- 
ian rcvcnlcd the ciistuuce of a' mulig- 
nnnt internal cancer. An operation was 
performed in Jnnunry Inst, but. no cure 
could be accomplished. 

Mrs, Phillips suffered most eKcrucint- 
ing pains. Msny people who vlBited her 
could not hear to see her suffering. 

In her less painful moments she would 
Caiiuif iuik about her coming (tenth, and 
discuss with her husband every detail 
of fhp fiincrnl and funpral service, She 
never murmured once ngainst God in 
her ngonies of pain. 

"I have never shirked my duty," she 
said once, doubtless seeking the comfort 



that comes from ouch knowledge, which 
must be most precious in sight of Jor- 
dan, 

On Thursday afternoon, August 23rd, 
flvcnteeii minutes past four, our sister 
passed peacefully away. She had been 
suffering considerably that day, and 
neither food nor drink had passed her 
lips, hut shortly before her death she 
felt somewhat hotter, nnd fell into a 
quiet sleep from which sbc never awak- 
ened. 

Never awokened ? Oh, yes ! She 
found herself in a laud of rest, where 
tenrs and sickness nre unknown, and 
where God Himself is the Sun of it.

LL-THE ROMANS. 

CHAPTER XX. 

SULLA'S REIGN OF TERROR, AND TBE 

GLADIATOR'S REBELLION. 

After the death of Marius, Cinnn 
choose Valerius Ifhiceus as second con- 
sul, and invited all Italians to enrol 
themselves as Roman citizens. Flnceus 
went to the Bast to relieve Sulla of his 
command, as the latter had Btarted to 
drive Mitbidrntes out of Greece, which 
he had seized nnd held for a time. 

Flaccus' army, however, rebelled s- 
gainst him and killed him. Sulla, after 
defeating Mithridutes, made pence and 
started to return to Rome. 

The friends of Cinnn nnd Marius fear- 
ed Sulln's return. Cinnn tried to oppose 
Sulla's landing, but was killed by his 
own soldiers. Sulla nnd his victorious 
urmy could not he stopped. Marius' sou 
attempted it with the help of the Snm- 
uites, hut suffered n terrible defeat. 

Sulla approached! Home furious at the 
opposition, nud determined on revenge. 
He could not enter the city until he had 
dismissed his army and have his trium- 
phal entry. The Senate came to meet 
him in a temple. To impress the Sen- 
ators with his earnestness, he had 8,000 
Samnite prisoners slaughtered in their 
hearing. His men then entered the city 
nnd confflcneed n fearful slaughter ; not 
only were those of the opposing pnrty 
killed, but also everybody ngainst whom 
the soldiers hnd a spite ,or whose pos- 
sessions they coveted. For dnys this 
butchery went nn. When the Senate 
eniiuired when the killing would stop, 
3;i!li, nuniii bring n iist of names of the 
victims to be killed ; Kr.st eighty more 
then two hundred nnd three hundred 
more. The property of the slnin wns 
seized, nnd their children declared in- 
capable of holding public oIUccb. Those 
black listfl were cnllcd prose riptinis, and 
anyone who dared to shelter n victim 
wns created in the same manner. 

The country population was punished 
in even a more oniet mnnner. Whole 
cities were destroyed nnd districts laid 
wnste. All Etniria was ravaged and 
its old race swept nwny. 

When both consuls had perished Sulla 
had named himself Dictator. He de- 
sired to rc-cstabiish the old government 
in Rome, when it wbb n small town. It 
hnd now grown to a great city, with 
many distant dependencies, nnd required 
a different government than his ideal 
could give. 

He tilled the 300 empty Senators' 
chairs with Knights, enrolled rtalinns as 
Roman citizens to make up for the num- 
ber of those whom were slain, and set 
free ten thonHnnd slaves of his victims. 
The tribunes were restricted in their 
power, and were never to he elected to 
any other office nfter having been Iri- 
bnne once. 

After accomplishing all this, he grew 
old qnickly, having undermined l|j s 
health with riot nnd luiurv. He re- 
signed his Dictatorship and retired to 
his villa near Rome, where he dictated 
the history of his life in Greek. 
_ The most promising of tile uicn nf 
Sulla's party was Cnnens Pompciim. sur- 
named Magnus (the Great) hy Sulln on 
aeeonat of his great bravery when quite 
young, no was a worthy man nnd wns 
senl Id Spain, where SertoriiiB had held 
out eight years ngninst the Roman pow- 
er by the help of native chiefs, but he 
wus finally put to death by his own fol- 
lowers. 

At Rome things were in n bad slate. 
The great election struggles grew cor- 
rupt, as the oiUceB were sought mninlv 
ror the sake of the three or five wars' 
goverameat of a Province to which they 
led. No expenses were spared In showa 
of beast and gladiator flgbts to win the 
people, for during the holdinc of -ill 
office the candidate wanted to nmply 
repny himself from the resources of hi'i" 
province. 

D'-ring ths r.iiauinli war the whole 
school of gladiators broke out nnd armed 
themselves with weapons nnd knlvea 
from bntchcrs' shops, nnd after gathering 
unto them every fllnve and fugitive from 
Justice, Intended to march northward over 
the Alps and reacb their homes In Gaul 
and Thrace ; hut the plunder of Italy 
tempted them tn thoir dontruetlon. An 
army wan sent, ngninst them, and- they 
were all slain.
